2. (original) pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 1, wherein z is 1 and R 3 is a 
straight or branched alkyl of 2 to 8 carbons.

4. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 1 , wherein n is 0 or L

6. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 1, further comprising: 

at least one acrylic monomer selected from the group consisting of monomeric acrylic or 
methacrylic acid ester of a non-tertiary alkyl alcohol of about 1 to about 12 carbons. 

7. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 1, further comprising at least 
one polar monomer copolymerizable with the aromatic rnonomer(s).

methacrylic acid ester of a non-tertiary alkyl alcohol of about 1 to about 12 carbons. 



25. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 20, further comprising at least 
one polar monomer copolymerizable with the aromatic monomer(s). 

26. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 20, further comprising: 

at least one acrylic monomer selected from the group consisting of monomeric acrylic or 
methacrylic acid ester of a non-tertiary alkyl alcohol of about 1 to about 12 carbons, and 

at least one polar monomer copolymerizable with the aromatic monomer(s) and acrylic 
monomer(s). 
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27. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 24, wherein the acrylic 
monomer is selected from the group consisting of 1-butanol, 1-pentanol, 2-pentanol, 3-pentanol, 
2-methyl-l-butanol, 1 -methyl- 1-butanol, 1 -methyl- 1 -pentanol, 2-methyl-l -pentanol, 3 -methyl- 1- 
pentanol, 2-ethyl- 1-butanol, 2-ethyl-l-hexanol, 3,5,5-trimethyl-l-hexanol, 3-heptanol, 2-octanol, 
1-decanol, 1-dodecanol, and mixtures thereof. 
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28. (original) The pressure-sensitive adhesive according to claim 25, wherein the polar 
monomer(s) are selected from the group consisting of ethylenically unsaturated carboxylic acids,

38. (currently amended) A (meftQacrylate copolymer composition having a refractive index of at 
least 1 .48 optionally including plasticizer. tackifier. and mixtures thereof, wherein said 
composition is a pressure-sensitive adhesive. 
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39. (currently amended) The composition according to claim 38, wherein the pressure-sensitive 
adhesive comprises at least one monomer that contains (meth)acrylic functionality. 
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
